FARMER KILLED 


Garrett Vondielingen Caught by a 


Falling Tree. 


Garrett Vondielingen, a well known 
German 
farmer 
residing 
on 
the 
Brownstown road four miles south­ 
west of Seymour, was killed Tuesday 
morning by a falling tree. 
He and 
his son, John Vondielingen, were cut­ 
ting a tree on Henry Buhner’s farm 
just opposite the Otting school house, 
a mile or so north and east of the 
Sauers church. 
In some way the tree 
fell on Mr. Vondielingen. 
The son 
pried the tree up and lifting his father 
into the wagon took him to the home 
of Ed Otting where he died a few 
minutes after their arrival and some 
thirty to forty-live minutes after the 
accident which occurred about 10:30. 
A physician had already been sum­ 
moned from Seymour but the man was 
dead long before his arrival. 
The 
tree fell upon him so that the lower 
part of his body and his hips were 
badly 
crushed. 
He 
was 
partly 
conscious for a little’ while after the 
accident. 
After his death an under­ 
taker was called from Seymour and 
the body taken home and prepared 
for burial. 
Mr. Vondielingen was 
about 
60 
years of age and was born in Germany. 
He 
has been a 
resident 
of this 
cjuntry, however, "from boyhood and 
be and his wife have lived for years 
at the same place, and reared their 
family there.

Th« 
new code of legal ethics adop ted by th« 
American Bar Association is already 
a dead letter as far as dignity and 
p rop riety in the courtroom are con­ 
cerned, and the worst of it Is th a t 11 
is not the shy sters who are the most 
p ernicious offenders, for from them the 
judges would hardly stand much non­ 
sense. 
It is the strong and influential 
lawy ers whom the judges hesitate to 
call to account when they p ermit them 
selves scandalous breaches of decorum 
and good manners. 
As some indep end­ 
ent Judges have 
frankly 
said, 
the 
State bench is often afraid of the bar, 
since the occup ants of the former have 
to think of re-election, of p ossible re­ 
tirem ent and return to p ractice. 
Such 
considerations, 
however, 
do not ex­ 
cuse excessive weakness and lack of 
self-resp ect. 
The 
bar 
associations 
themselves would collectively up hold a 
firm and dignified p olicy on the p art of 
the l>ench, a p olicy that should aim at 
the sup p ression of dreary and vulgar 
farce scenes in court and that should 
accentuate the gravity and good faith 
of Judicial p roceedings. 


L T H O rO H the earthquake In Southern Italy p robably is the 
worst catastrop he in recorded history , it was not essentially 
different from other disasters of the kind excep t in its ap p alling 
mortality , and in certain p eculiarities it bears a marked re­ 
semblance to them. 
W ithin tlie last six y ears, to deal only 
with recent occurrences of that dreadful nature, there have 
been three other such calamities, closer geograp hically to the 
p eop le of the United States and therefore more ap p alling to them, while the 
loss of life was great enough to send a shudder^of horror through humanity 
a t large. 
These were the catastrop hes at St. I’ierre, Martinique, in 1902; in 
San Francisco, in 1906. and in Kingston, Jamaica, in 1907. 
Since the beginning of time man has been combating, more or less blindly , 
the my sterious forces of the universe, and the frightful occurrence in Sicily 
Is a striking commentary on his p rogress. 
In the p op ular mind the name of 
Pomp eii is the first th at arises in the consideration of visitations that can be 
ascribed only to Providence. 
As the gloomy record now stands, at least so 
fa r as the Interests of civilization p .re concerned, the p laces th at will first 
be called to mind in consideration of up heavals of nature are Pomp eii, M ar­ 
tinique, San Francisco, Kingston, and, with a more direful chronicle than any , 
Sicily . 
Pomp eii’s destruction was due. as every one knows, to volcanic causes, 
but the connection with seismic disturbances is so close th a t it may be in­ 
cluded in the same category . 
There had been other outbursts from Mount 
Vesuvius, but the p eop le who lived on its slop es did not p rofit by the w arn­ 
ings. 
It was on Aug. 25, A. D. 79, that the great erup tion occurred. Vesuvius 
suddenly threw up from its crater an immense column of black smoke, which, 
rising high in the air, sp read out in the form of a huge mushroom. 
From 
the dark cloud showers of red-hot stones, p umice and volcanic ashes de­ 
scended on the earth. 
Both Pomp eii and Herculaneum were covered so deep 
w ith ashes that the top s of the tallest buildings were no longer visible. 
So 
comp letely were the two cities covered that their very existence was event­ 
ually forgotten. 
The San Francisco earthquake of Ap ril 18, 1906, Is likely to be memorable, 
first, because the value of the p rop erty destroy ed reached astounding p rop or­ 
tions, and, second, because it ap p ears to have first aroused the American na­ 
tion to a sense of the danger from earthquakes. 
The loss of life, mainly 
In the city of San Francisco, was about 500, merely a tithe of w hat it would 
have been had the shocks come at a later hour, when men were at their 
p laces of business and the children crowded in the p oorly -constructed school 
buildings of the city . 
As it was, the greatest loss was due to the fire started 
by the earthquake, which was soon bey ond control because the w ater mains 
had been snap p ed by the earth movement. 
The damage done within the city 
limits was enormous. 
The buildings destroy ed included the City Hall, on 
which $7,000,000 had been exp ended; the p ost office, m any business blocks, 
hotels, dep artment stores, theaters, banks, churches and residences. 
Kingston, where the loss of life was about 1,000, received its visitation on 
Jan. 14, 1907. 
The main shock was p receded by slight trem ors a brief time 
in advance. The testimony agrees that the heaviest shock was not more than 
ten seconds behind the first subterranean rumbling and th at all damage had 
been done before thirty -five seconds had elap sed. 
In the case of Mont Peloe, on the Island of Martinique, there also Jiad 
been amp le warnings for those intelligent enough to note them. 
For two or 
three weeks p rior to May 8, 1902, the volcanic activity of Pelee had been rap ­ 
idly increasing, the mountain throwing out clouds of ashes and sulp hurous 
vap ors from its crater. 
By Ap ril 25 these vap ors had so increased in quan­ 
tity as to make breathing difficult in the city of St. Pierre. 
Then came the 
erup tion, in which the city was virtually destroy ed. 
T hat there were many 
p oints of resemblance between the p osition cf St. Pierre and Pomp eii has 
been often p ointed out. 
Nearly all the inhabitants of St. Pierre, numbering 
about 40.000, were killed. 
From the ap p earance of the bodies it seemed that 
death had been p ractically instantaneous, due either to scorching or burning, 
or asp hy xiation by the breathing of highly heated air. 
The zone of absolute 
destruction was limited to an area the extent of which did not greatly ex­ 
ceed eight or nine square miles. 
On the outskirts of this zefne the destruc- 
tlon, though considerable, was less comp lete.

Of all the p hy sical ailments to which 
the human race is subject, decay of the 
teeth is p erhap s the most general and 
wide-sp read. 
This is true at least of 
modern tim es; for examination of an­ 
cient skulls has shown th at although 
the ancients suffered 
from 
decay ing 
teeth, they did not suffer to such an 
extent as we do to-day . 
The exam ina­ 
tion of the school children of the p res­ 
ent day betray s an ap p alling state of 
affairs in this regard. 
We know that the tooth itself is cov­ 
ered with a shield of enamel which is 
intended to remain intact and p reserve 
the dentine, or real 
tooth 
material, 
from the assaults of 
harmful 
germs 
formed in the mouth, p rincip ally by 
reason of the lodgment of p articles of 
food between the teeth, or in small de 
p ressious and dents.. 
Certain kinds of 
food, esp ecially sugars 
and 
starchy 
foods, if allowed to remain in contact 
with the teeth, set up an acid fermenta­ 
tion, during which the bacteria which 
are p roduced literally feed up on the 
teeth, first eating away the enamel, and 
when that is gone, burrowing down in 
to the dentine until the p ulp of the 
tooth is exp osed. As soon as they reach 
the nerve of the tooth, a terrible tooth­ 
ache announces the fact. 
There are three causes behind all this 
troub le : imp rop er food, wrong way s of 
eating and lack of cleanliness. The mis­ 
take of serving too much ov?rcooked, 
soft food is resp onsible for much of the 
trouble, and this Is Just as true for lit­ 
tle children as it is for adults. 
The 
teeth were given us to bite with and to 
chew with, and if they are defrauded 
of their natural work they become un­ 
healthy . 
In addition to this, certain articles of 
food, such as raw ap p ies 
and 
nuts, 
which call for mastication before swal­ 
lowing. are absolutely cleansing In their 
effect up on the teeth. 
Mechanically 
they remove masses of soft decomi)os- 
ing material. 
Besides this, m asticat­ 
ing p romotes the flow of saliva, which 
in its turn help s the growth of the good 
germs which are needed to fight the bad 
one s; for it should 
be 
remembered, 
when it is said that the mouth is al­ 
way s full of bacteria, that the good 
germs are making a brave fight there as 
well as every where else in the body . 
Finally , a tooth brush ahosid be the 


first birthday p resent, and Its regular 
and p ersistent use should be made a 
most imp ortant p art of the child’s early 
training. 
A simp le alkaline tooth wash 
or cream should be use« ! once a day , 
and the dentist should be consulted at 
regular intervals, because there Is no 
m atter in which p revention is so surely 
better than cure as in the care of ths 
teeth.

Experiment 
in 
London 
Has 
Proveo 
a Great Success. 
London is experimenting with open 
air schools. 
They are for poor chil­ 
dren, their session is from June 1 
to October 31 and they are proving 
a success. 
The beginning was made last sum­ 
m er and 
was purely experimental. 
The authorities made a grant of £400 
to see how the thing worked. 
They 
have increased the appropriation for 
next summer to £2,000 and 
three 
schools will be established. 
Each school will accommodate sev­ 
enty-five children, divided into three 
classes of twenty-five each. The staff 
will consist of one bead teacher, three 
assistant teachers, a nurse, cook and 
helper and a janitor. 
Of course there are buildings which 
are occupied a part of each day, *as 
well in 
pleasant as in unpleasant 
weather; but unless the weather is 
hopelessly bad almost all the time 
is spent in the open air. 
A black­ 
board on an easel is set up on the 
grass and the chairs of the pupils 
are grouped before it.

Democrats who are for county local 
option cannot defeat the new measure 
if the “liberal” element can line up 
two or three Republicans.

The chances of repealing the county 
local option law are not bright, but the 
Democrats are trying to mak e good 
their campaign pledges. 
It was said 
today that Representativ e Wells of F t . 1 
Wayne called on Gov ernor Marshall 
recently regarding a statement Rep­ 
resentativ e Racey of Vincennes is re­ 
ported to hav e made at the former 
house Democratic caucus, that the gov ­ 
ernor wanted the county local option 
lawT let alone.

Men hav e often asked if religion is 
of so great importance to u s why is 
there no clear, inescapable, and u nmis­ 
takable rev elation of its tru th? 
Why 
u ncertainty as to its precise meanings 
au d teaching if ou r liv es are to be 
led by its light? 
And why is man, 
hu ngry for the knowledge of the in­ 
finite, left in dou bt as to the facts of 
the higher life? 
Men hav e ev er been seekers after 
God. 
We are told that there is no­ 
where a people withou t some form of 
religiou s faith, some feeling after the 
dim u nknown. 
Yet there remains ev er 
and in all the sense of a search u n­ 
satisfied. 
We find u ltim ate facts in 
other departments of knowledge, bu t a 
baffling u ncertainty confronts u s here. 
There alway s hav e been crav ings for 
concrete answers to ou r spiritu al qu es­ 
tionings. 
It does not satisfy one who 
seeks to know to be told there are 
things he cannot know, that in these 
he simply mu st ex ercise faith. 
We 
reason abou t all other things, and as 
soon as y ou say to any one that re­ 
ligion lies bey ond the realm of the r a ­ 
tional y ou place it at once in the realm 
of the u nreal and the u nrealizable. 
Totem and idol are bu t primitiv e a t­ 
tempts to satisfy this passion for real­ 
ity in the spiritu al life. 
Israel of old 
demanded objects, definite and v isible, 
for worship, becau se it is so difficu lt 
to keep aliv e the fires of dev otion to 
an idea or to a spirit who cannot be 
seen. 
A good many people to-day in 
all the chu rches 
content 
themselv es 
with the m anifestations and represent­ 
ations of religion in the bu ilding or its 
adorning. 
It is easy for almost any impostor In 
religion to find a large following if 
only be will pretend to meet this ne e d ; 
the more ex trav agant his claims to d i­ 
v inity the more ready are many to be­ 
liev e. for su ch a one becomes to them 
religion made v isible, the spiritu al in 
term s within their u nderstanding. 
The records of all religions that hav e 
deeply impressed hu manity are filled 
with this same longing for certainty , 
definiteness, and finality 
In 
spiritu al 
things. 
The heart searchings of one 
generation are satisfied, bu t new prob­ 
lems arise; more light breaks forth, 
bu t only to show dou bt and darkness 
Ju st bey ond. 
Yet whenev er y ou find

W’hom all dou bts are settled, one to 
whom religion and spiritu al life are all 
as clear and demonstrable as an ex ­ 
ample in mathematics, y ou find one in

The u ncertainty and incompleteness 
of religion prov es its v itality and su g­ 
gests its su blimity .

with all ou r seeking and with all ou r 
knowledge there still remain the great 
my steries, the depths that none has 
sou nded. 
Only a shallow v iew of this life that 
is religiou s can ev er find present satis­ 
faction. 
The mind that can be con­ 
tented with catalogu es of definitions, 
m ere strings of words, will find sy s­ 
tems of theology that seem to answer 
ev ery qu estion, prov ided the 
sy stem 
maker arranges the qu estions 
Hu t if 
religion is this inner life seeking to 
find itself, then there will remain a l­ 
way s i**aks bey ond ou r v ision. 
The idea of the infinite father of 
spirits swings away from the old pic­ 
tu re of a colossal being seated in the 
clou ds and hides itself in my stery in 
the measu re that men think into this« 
problem of the div ine.

C i v i l W a r 
R e v i v a l . 
“One of the most remarkable fea­ 
tu res of the Civ il W ar,” say s an old ex - 
Confederate, “was the great rev iv al of 
religion in Ihe Confederate armies d u r­ 
ing the last eighteen months of the 
stru ggle. 
“While most of the Confederate sol­ 
diers were loath to admit it. after the 
fall of Vicksbu rg, which opened the 
Mississippi and cu t the Confederacy In 
two, and the awfu l defeat at Getty s­ 
bu rg, which prov ed the impossibility of 
a su ccessfu l inv asion of the North, it 
became clear to ev ery thinking m an In 
the Sou th that the cau se was lost. 
And 
y et, self-conv inced that they were In 
the right, the soldiers cou ld not per­ 
su ade themselv es bu t that in some my s­ 
teriou s way they 
wou ld 
win. 
They 
hoped that complications between the 
United States gov ernment and Great 
Britain wou ld take place, and when 
this hope was disappointed they looked 
confidently for trou ble with France ov er 
the Mex ican affair. 
Nothing came of 
It. howev er, and still the poor fellows 
clu ng to their hope of help from some 
u nex pected qu arte r u ntil some of them 
actu ally came to believ e that su pernat­ 
u ral aid wou ld be ex tended at the last 
moment. 
x 
“The chaplains in the Sou thern army 
were as a ru le v ery earnest, dev ou t 
men, and encou raged the hopes of the 
soldiers, u ntil finally both chaplains 
and men came to believ e that earnest 
pray er and su pplication wou ld 
bring 
abou t div ine interv ention in their be­ 
half. 
“Bu t the chaplains told the men they 
mu st first, as they ex pressed it, ‘get 
right with God themselv es.’ So the men 
proceeded at once ‘to seek their own 
salv ation.’ 
The mov ement first began 
In the Tennessee army and among the 
regiments from the mou ntain districts 
of Georgia, North Carolina and Tennes­ 
see. 
Most ex traordinary scenes were 
witnessed In the camps. 
At night, af­ 
ter a long day 's march, perhaps skir­ 
mishing or fighting from dawn till dark, 
the men wou ld gather rou nd the fires, 
eat what little rations they had —and 
the rations were often v ery u nequ al to 
their needs—then pray and sing, often 
u ntil long afte r midnight. 
“The 
preachers 
were 
ev ery where. 
They went from one camp fire to an­ 
other, encou raging those who were ‘u n­ 
der conv iction,’ pray ing with those who 
were 
groaning and cry ing, shou ting 
with those who thou ght they had re­ 
ligion, clapping tlicir hands, roaring 
‘Hallelu jah,’ and in ev ery way seeking 
to promote the ex citement which had 
already passed liey ou d their control. 
Many men seemed actu ally crazed with 
religiou s enthu siasm. 
It seems para­ 
dox ical to say It, bu t whole grou ps 
cou ld be seen in a sort of hy steria, cry ­ 
ing and lau ghing at the same time, em­ 
bracing one another and 
performing 
antics that wou ld hav e ju stified n look- 
eron in tlie belief that they were all 
insane. 
Many cases of the jerks oc­ 
cu rred. many of the soldiers went into 
trances, some had v isions, and 
one 
member 
of 
a 
Tennessee 
regiment 
claimed to hav e a rev elation which 
foretold the coming of Jesu s Christ, 
with twelv e legions of angels to assist 
the Confederate cau se. 
Of cou rse the 
poor man was insane; he afterw ards 
died in an asy lu m. 
Bu t there were 
many like him, and many , too, who 
believ ed in him and his prophecies. Hu t 
no wonder can he felt at the nu merou s 
cases of insanity , both religiou s and 
otherwise, which occu rred in tlie Con­ 
federate arm ies du ring the last y ear 
of the war. 
The commissary depart­ 
ment went to pieces, du ring half the 
time the men were almost starv ing, 
their clothing was in rags, few had 
ov ercoats, and after a cold rain, su ch 
as often occu rs du ring a Sou thern win­ 
ter. their condition was pitifu l, and the 
more so becau se, in many div isions, 
there were no hospital tents and the 
doctors had neither medicines nor ade­ 
qu ate facilities for caring for the sick 
or dressing the 
wou nds 
of 
those 
brou ght in from the field. 
The relig­ 
iou s ex citement was a sort of last re­ 
sort. 
Ev ery earthly hope had failed, 
and the poor men seemed to conv ince 
themselv es tha t as they had no chance 
in this world, help might come to tl*em 
from a su pernatu ral sou rce.”

20, 134« » . and 
the killed and wou nded and prisoners 
amou nted ill « ill to 42.000 men. 
The 
English, althou gh v ictoriou s, lost 12,- 
OoO. This was right roy al fighting and 
wou ld hav e giv en war correspondents 
remarkable 
material 
for bloody 
lis 
patches. 
At Ilobenlinden Dec. 3, 18 00, 
the French 
loss 
was approx imately 
0,000, while the Au strian» in killed and 
wou nded b>st 8 ,000 and 12,000 prison­ 
ers were taken. 
Thu s the killed and 
wou nded of that one day equ aled the 
total losses in the Transv aal w ar of 
both sides in 120 day s. 
One might in­ 
fer that the m arksmanship of 18 9 9 and 
19 00 was of poor qu ality . 
This is not 
tru e. 
The fact Is that armies meet 
¡ess in bau d to hand conflicts to-day 
than ev er before. 
At Marengo Ju ne 
U, 18 00, the French loss** was 7 ,000 


and the Au strian loss between 10,00*1 
and 12,000. or 19 ,000 in all, whHe fig­ 
u res for n tingle twenty -fou r hou rs of 
fighting make the battling at the Tin 
gela and Modder riv ers seem like a 
skirmish. 
Bu t greater carnage thin 
this lias been recorded. 
At Chancel* 
lorav ille May 2, 3 and 4, 18 03, thu 
Union loss was 10,030. 
The Confeder­ 
ate loss 12,28 1. 
In other words, 28,3**1 
men were pu t ou t of activ e serv ice In 
three day s. 
At Chirkamau ga Sept. 10 
and 20. 18 03, the Union loss was 15,- 
8 51 and the Confederate loss 17 ,8 04, an 
av erage of abou t 17 .000 a day . 
Still a 
hu man life is of more v alu e in 19 00 
than it was in 18 03. 
The work v alu e 
of a man Is greater to-day than it was 
then, and it is said to be a law of the 
Fates that as work v alu e increases the 
mortality wrou ght in w arfare decreas­ 
es. 
Which m ay or may not be so. 
Ju ly 1, 2 and 3, 18 03, at Getty sbu rg 
the Union loss was, killed 2,S34, wou nd­ 
ed 18 ,7 09 , missing 6,043, and the Con­ 
federate loss 31,621, so ftiere w as an 
av erage loss per day on that battle 
field of 17 ,000 men. 
At Antletam Sept. 
17 , 18 02, the Union loss was 12,409 , 
Confederate loss 9 .000 to 12,000, or a 
total of at least 21,500. 
The second 
Bu ll Ru n was fou ght Au g. 29 and 30, 
18 02. The Union forces lost 13,000 men 
and the Confederates 8 ,400. 
In the 
battle of the Wilderness May 3 and 
0. 18 04, the Union side was crippled by 
the loss of 18 ,000 men and the Confed­ 
erate by a loss of 11,000 men. 
The 
Germans and French did equ ally as well 
a t Mars-la-Tou r Au g. 10, 18 7 0. 
The 
German loss in killed and wou nded was 
10,<>00. 
The 
French 
loss 
in 
killed, 
wou nded and prisoners was 17 ,000. One 
regiment lost forty -nine officers 
and 
1,7 30 men, bu t this regimental loss does 
not compare with the Ui*ion loss a t the 
time of the first discharge of the Con­ 
federate batteries and mu sketry a t the 
battle of the Wilderness, when it is 
estimated that in fiv e minu tes 5,000 
Union soldiers were wou nded and kill­ 
ed. 
Grav elotte, Au g. 18, 18 7 0, was n 
carnage to be remembered. 
The Ger­ 
mans left u pon the field 20,159 dead or 
wou nded men. 
The French lost be­ 
tween 12,000 and 13,000. 
Plev na, sit­ 
u ated In the snows of Bu lgarian mou n­ 
tains, was a battlefield in Ju ly , 187 7 , 
where the mou ntain side ran streams 
of blood and Tu rk and Mu scov ite died 
with theiv teeth fix ed in each other’s 
flesh. 
The total Ru ssian losses in ten 
day s’ fighting were 32,000. 
The T u rk­ 
ish losses hav e nev er been accu rately 
known. 
They hav e been estim ated at 


20,000. 
Last bu t not least of the fierce bat­ 
tles of the world where life was treat­ 
ed as a bau ble comes Waterloo, Ju ne 
18 , 18 15. 
The loss of the English and 
Pru ssians was 22.000 and of the French 
33,000. 
Wellington's arm y cou ld not 
hav e 
su rv iv ed 
tiie 
rav ages 
of 
the 
French gu ns bu t for the su pport of 
the allies, and England as an empire 
has nev er come so near annihilation tn 
the field of battle as it did at W ater­ 
loo.— II.

Most farm ers think clov er hay is 
not good for horses, bu t here is what 
a farm er friend had to say on this 
point the other day after hav ing fed 
clov er and mix ed hay to his horses 
for sev eral y ears:

nice, bright timothy , I wou ld take the 
clov er hay ev ery time. 
Many farmers 
are of the opinion that horses will 
hav e the heav es If fed clov er hay .

hav e raised a good many horses, and 
hav e nev er had one y et that hail the 
heav es as a resu lt of eating clov er 
hay . 
Of cou rse, a horse will some­ 
times eat more clov er than is good 
for him, if permitted to do so, lieoau so 
he relishes it better than timothy . Bu t 
giv e him the amou nt y ou 
think 
lie 
ou ght to hav e and let him go withou t 
u ntii the nex t time.”

Dent corn requ ires abou t 300 
pou nds of water for 1 pou nd of dry 
m atter, 
while 
flint 
corn 
u ses 
v ery 
mu ch less water, and as low as 225 
pou nds of water will often produ ce a 
pou nd of dry matter. T he av erage may 
be placed at abou t 250 pou nds. 
O ats need abou t 500 pou nds o f water 
to giv e 1 pou nd of dry matter, and 
sometimes the amou nt of 
w ater 
re­ 
qu ired is fu lly 525 pou nds. 
In other 
seasons as low as 49 0 pou nds of wa­ 
ter a re u sed. 
Clov er often u ses ov er 
550 pou nds of water for ev ery pou nd 
o f dry m atter produ ced, and peas u se 
approx im ately 400 pou nds.

Sanitation Is becoming param ou nt in 
liv e stock Indu stry , as mu ch of the loss 
of liv e stock can be obv iated by clean­ 
liness. 
Feed y ards shou ld be change« ! 
when hogs are fed on the grou nd, as 
the soil becomes satu rated with filth 
which breeds fatal diseases. 
Cities af­ 
flicted with cholera hav e become im­ 
mu ne to the epidemic of this fatal con­ 
tagion when thorou ghly cleansed and 
the w ater su pply protected from sew­ 
age. 
Members of the animal kingdom 
shou ld be carefu lly gu arded by prop­ 
er sanitation to prev ent losses by dis­ 
eases generated by filthy env ironments. 
Hogs spend the greater part of the 
winter In pigsty es, and too often their 
cleanliness is neglected. 
It is not u n­ 
common to see hogs 
standing 
three 
inches deep in their own droppings, 
and from being constantly dam p they 
often contract 
rheu matism and other 
diseases tha t 
destroy 
their 
growth. 
While brick or cement floors are more 
permanent they hold dampness longer 
than [« lank floors and are less comfor­ 
table to hogs that are hou sed du ring 
tho winter. 
llogs hav e an Innate sense of sa nita­ 
tion, r.nd u nless toreed by ov ercrowd­ 
ing, will reserv e a corner of the plg- 
sty e for sleep and rest which they will 
keep dry and clean. 
In the constru c­ 
tion of pigsty es the sleeping qu arters 
shou ld be elev ated abov e the feeding 
floor and prov ided 
with 
plenty 
of 
straw for bedding. 
Hogs are often 
treated as if they were natu rally filthy 
animals and sanitary arrangem ents u n­ 
necessary In the indu stry . 
Domesti­ 
cated hogs thriv e better when proper 
prov isions are made for th e ir cleanli­ 
ness and comfort.—Goodall’s Farmer.

Some v ery su ccessfu l pou ltry men 
are replacing mash for fowls by dry 
feed and say they find It to lie of 
greater v alu e as food and find their 
hens are less su bject to disease. 
In one of Urof. Gowell’s ex periments 
the effect of replacing mash with dry 
fix 'd was also stu died with 1,400 chick­ 
ens fed cracked com (or this grain 
and w heat) and beef scraps kept in 
separate slatted trou ghs so tha t they 
cou ld help themselv es at will to which­ 
ev er feed they desired. 
The grain ra ­ 
tion for pu llets was abou t three-fou rths 
corn and one-fou rth 
wheat and for 
cockerels cracked corn only . There were 
no regu lar hou rs for feeding, bu t care 
was taken that the trou ghs were nev er 
empty . 
Grit, bones and oy ster shells 
were also su j« plied as u su al. 
The resu lts were satisfactory . 
The 
lr.bor of feeding was far less than that 
requ ired by any other method followed. 
T he birds did not hang arou nd the feed 
trou ghs and ov ereat, bu t helped them ­ 
selv es a little at a time ami ranged 
off, hu nting or play ing and coming hack 
again when so inclined to the feed su p­ 
ply at the trou ghs. 
There was no ru shing or crowding 
abou t the attendant, as Is u su al a t feed­ 
ing time when large nu mbers are kept 
together. 
While the birds liked tho 
beef scrap, they did not ov ereat at it. 
Du ring the range season from June 
to the close of October the birds ate 
Ju st abou t one pou nd of the scrap to 
ten pou nds of the cracked corn and 
wheat. 
They had opportu nity to bal­ 
ance their rations to su it themselv es, 
by hav ing the two classes of food to 
select from alway s a t hand. 
The birds did well u nder this tre a t­ 
m ent and the cockerels were well dev el­ 
oped and we nev er raised a better lot 
of pu llets. The first egg was laid when 
the oldest pu llets were fou r months a m i 
ten da y s o ld.

One Woman In Every Five In Amer­ 
ica 1« a Wajfe Earner. 


One woman in five in the United 
States has abandoned the domestic life 
and lias become a wage-earner. 
Even 
this docs not accurately state the situ­ 
ation. 
In cou. Vk / districts only two 
women out of every eleven are at work, 
but in cities—that is, wherever indus­ 
trial opportunities are 
present—two 
women out of every seven are at work, 
nearly one-third of the total woman 
population. 
How far the father of the 
family lias ceased to be the sole sup­ 
port thereof is shown in the statistics 
gathered in twenty-seven cities and tab­ 
ulated by the Census Bureau. The to­ 
tal number of women at work in the 
twenty-seven cities is 9 04,005. Of these 
173,030 are boarding or living In the 
families of their employers. 
The re­ 
maining 731,005 are described as fol­ 
lows : 
Woman the sole wage earner 
9 8.801 
One other wage earner in family..218,415 
Two other wage earners in family. 188,089 
More than two other wage earners 
in family ..................................... 220,300 
Out of 731,005 women at work, 9 8,- 
801 are supporting the family, and be­ 
tween 218,415 and 5.32,804 are contrib­ 
uting to the family income. 
Remem­ 
ber that these are city workers and 
represent nearly one-third of all the 
women in those cities. At last accounts 
the number of women in industry was 
increasing faster than the birth rate. 
How long will it be before the home, 
except for rich people, will be as ob­ 
solete as stagecoaches, hoopskirts and 
merry Christmas? asks Rheta Childe 
Dorr In Hampton’s Broadway Maga­ 
zine. 
Recurring periods of industrial de­ 
pression always bring poverty to the 
surface. 
We have no permanent class 
of unemployed in this country—as yet 
—but we have a 
large 
population
